Boards of Trade 
Unite in Efforts 
To Raise Lake 


Represented at Meeting Held 
Here ‘Last Thursday Night 


Executive committees of Bent-’ 
ley and Rimbey Boards of Trade 
were the guests of the Lacombe 
and District Board of Trade at a 
dinner and executive meeting 
held in the Adelphi Hotel last 
Thursday night. Members of the 
Gull Lake village council also at- 
tended. 

James A. McKinnon, M.P. from 
Edmonton, was present at the 
meeting, and heard a discussion 
on the possibility of diverting the 
water from the Blindman River 
into Gull Lake to raise that body 
of water to its normal level. The 
various bodies felt it was a feas- 
ible project, and desire a survey 
made by a qualified engineer. It 
was pointed out that if the. re- 
port proved that the scheme was 
not practicable, or the cost pro- 
hibitive, the matter would be 
dropped. It was generally 
thought, however, that _ the 
scheme was worthy of a_thor- 
ough inyestigation, Mr. McKin- 
non adm he was much im- 
pressed with the information he 
had obtained and promised to 
take the matter up with the Fed- 
eral authorities at Ottawa. It 
was unanimously decided to sup- 
port Mr. McKinnon in his efforts 
to have the matter thoroughly in- 
vestigated, by each respective 
Board of Trade sending a resolu- 
tion to this effect.

F irst Lacombe School 


HE history of the Lacombe 
T School is one which is a 
model of co-operation. It exem- 
plifies the fine pioneer spirit of 
the West at its best—at a time 
when Alberta was a vast wilder- 
ness of trees, plains and unin- 
habited territories. It was in the 
year 1892 that the Lacombe 
School District was first formed. 
The first school was built in the 
spring of 1893, the contract for 
the building being given to John 
Taylor, who died about eight 
years ago in the Lochinvar dis- 
trict. During the winter of 1892- 
1893, Mr. Taylor worked in the 
Spruce Swamp, one and one-half 
miles east of Lacombe, felling 
trees and obtaining logs with 
which to build the school. In the 
spring of 1893, farmers and resi- 
dents of and around the town 
staged a “bee,” and hammers and 
axes were wielded as the first

The annual meeting of the rate- 
payers of the Municipal District 
of Crown will be held in the 
Avalon Theatre, Lacombe, on Fri- 
day, Feb. 17, 1939, it was decided 
at a council meeting of that muni- 
cipality held -in- the Municipal 
Office here Thursday of last 
week. C. W. Braithwaite was 
appointed returning officer for 
the elections during February of 
next year, and the polling booths 
for the elections in February 
were decided upon. 

Councillors A. Hall and M. 
Armstrong were appointed dele- 
gates to attend the Association 
convention to be held in Calgary 
shortly. A resolution “that the 
Lacombe School Fair be given.a 
grant of $60.00; Clive, $20.00, and 
Red Deer $10.00,” was passed. 

Reeve O.W. Hueppelheuser and 
Councillor W. Parker were ap- 
pointed a delegation of two to 
interview J. Renshaw, Chief In- 
spector of Municipalities, in Ed- 
monten: shortly; in respect to~re- 
lief, hospital and doctors’ ac- 
counts, the abject being to find 
a solution to this heavy annual 
expenditure. 

Considerable discussion regard- 
ing the cutting of green wood on 
Municipal properties, such wood 
being subsequently sold for fire- 
wood, took place. It was finally 
decided that “no green wood 
shall be taken from 80 acres be- 
longing to the M.D. Crown at 
Morningside.” 

It was decided that the annual 
tax sale should be held on Dec. 
17. Accounts and pay rolls for 
the month were examined and 
passed.

The late Peter Talbot (later 
Senator Talbot of Canada) and 
William Laidman also taught in 
this, old log schoolhouse which 
served the children of the dis- 
trict for so many years. 

It was in 1897 that an unofficial 
meeting was held to consider 
providing more accommodation 
for school purposes: Classes 
were overcrowded and_ floor 
space at a premium in the log

“Without Death There Cannot 
Be Life,” was the theme of a stir- 
ring address by Rev. S. J. Wat- 
erman. “Death is looked upon 
as the end instead of the begin- 
ning, but that is not true, he de- 
clared. Using grain as a symbol, 
Mr. Waterman, himself a_ re- 
turned man, pointed out that 
while death destroys the body of 
the grain, yet in its heart lies 
the germ of life, and that life has 
the power to reproduce the grain 
in abundant measure to provide 
food for the human family. So 
that death is necessary—without 
it the whole. world would die. 
There must be a limited applica- 
tion of death to give life, as it 
applies to our fallen comrades, 
he continued.

Food For Thought 


ITH the advent of the winter months and 


the shortening of the days, the deficiencies 
in Lacombe’s downtown street lighting system are 
becoming even more apparent. Street lights which 
are not called upon until nine or ten o’clock at 
night during the summer months, are pressed into 
service at five o’clock in the evenings during the 
winter months—and they fail just as miserably 
in their duty of providing sufficient light at five 
o’clock as they do later on at night. . 

These: present street lamps are too few, and 
of too small a lighting capacity to provide this 
town with proper street lighting. Why should 
this town lag behind other centers of lesser popu- 
lation in the matter of street lighting? The, busi- 
nesses and stores are here in sufficient number 
to warrant the best in street lighting equipment. 
This proposition of street lighting should be 
delved into, investigated and decidéd upon before 
the Calgary Power franchise comes up for re- 
newal next year. Now is the time to work on it 
—before a new ten-year franchise is signed. 

In the meantime, the merchants and business 
men, of this town may themselves improve the 
lighting of downtown streets. By leaving store 
window lights on for a few extra hours after 
closing on week nights, the general appearance of 
Lacombe could be improved—and general appear- 
ance goes a long way in the business world. 

The whole question of lighting downtown 
Lacombe streets its a big one—and one that needs 
a lot of thought, so think it over. 


Larger School Units Again 


(From the Brockville Recorded) 
PROFESSOR of Dalhousie University, ad- 


dressing the Union of New Brunswick Muni- 
cipalities a few days ago, made vigorous advo- 
cacy of county units of school administration. “In 
every direction,” he said, “wherever you attack 
educational problems, you find you cannot get on 
for one reason—that units of school administra- 
tion are too small,” 


It has never been argued, as far as we are 
aware, that county school boards should be in- 
troduced in this province. But educationists 
have argued for years, and are continuing to 
argue, that much greater efficiency, and consider- 
able saving, would obtain if we abandoned our 
boards of trustees for each individual school sec- 
tion and replaced them with township boards. 
Rural ratepayers have not, howevr, subscribed to 
this reform, and prefer to retain the long-exist- 
ing educational] set-up. 

It is sometimes considered that this is an 
entirely new idea which the educational authori- 
ties desire to wish upon the rural municipalities. 
If, however, the annual report of Egerton Ryer- 
son for the year 1870—68 years ago—be examined, 
it will be found that he then advocated the es- 
tablishment of township school boards to replace 
local trustee boards at the option of the ratepay- 
ers. 

Egerton Ryerson appreciated almost 70 years 
ago that there would be gains to education and 
to the ratepayers themselves from the substitution 
of township school boards for local boards of 
trustees. But the great mass of rural ratepayers 
have yet to share the views which he then ex- 
pounded.

For many years there has been a school of 
thought advocating the secession of Western Can- 
ada from the Dominion, Lately, this subject h 
been brought to the fore again by the action of 
United Farmers of Canada (Saskatchewan Sec- 
tion) in discussing this topic, and recommending 
it to their Board for further study and considera- 
tion. To some it appears an alarming thing to 
even suggest, almost a treasonable thought! Look 
at it, though, from an ordinary common-sense 
point of view, and I believe it will commend itself 
to many of us. 


To begin with, the East and the West differ 
geographically to a very great extent. Travellers 
in Quebec might well think that British Columbia 
was not in the same country. The rugged beauty 
of the Rockies is in strange contrast to the stony 
stretches of Ontario. The lush vegetation of Cen- 
tral Alberta is vastly different to the endless, 
dreary waste lands of parts of the Maritimes. The 
small Western towns and cities differ very greatly 
in custom and structure from the Eastern’ towns 
and cities, which might have been built for a 
much longer period. . 


The people of the East might well be of an 
almost different ancestry. It must be remembered 
that the East has been peopled to a great extent 
for the last three hundred years; the West is a 
new proposition, which in the first place was at 
the mercy of the get-rich-quick speculators. For 
the last quarter of a century or better it has been 
trying to build itself.a place in the Dominion. Un- 
fortunately, even now, some of the West hasn’t 
got its roots sufficiently in the soil; parts of it 
are still groping for a quick “cure-all” and floun- 
dering like a teen-age child in the mire of muddled 
thinking. But, one thing is clear to the Westerner, 
a very large percentage of Canada’s wealth did 
come from .the golden fields of the wheat they 
grew. The East has handled this wealth to their 
own advantage for many years, but when the West 
fell on lean days it was altogether a different 
story. 

Now, the point seems to me to be, that the 
West has now grown up, and yet it is not allowed 
to control its own wealth, or its own destiny, be- 
cause, being so much less populated, it can never 
have a deciding voice in the Federal Parliament. 


The East has.called the West its “poor rela- 
tion”; now, I think that it is really stupid of it to 
point this out, because the East has made most of 
its money through the West and perhaps it is the 
raison d’etre of the West’s “poverty.” 


The East has its factories (here is the cause 
of those protective and contentious tariffs), it has 
fruit lands, fisheries and mines, but is, in the main, 
industrial. The West has, first and foremost, its 
agricultural activities. Now, however, can be 
added oil and mineral wealth, with the Province 
of British Columbia supplying large quantities of 
fruit and fish. These two parts of the Dominion 
of Canada have their own problems which they 
should be able to solve themselves, if they had a 
chance. But, the West has NO chance, as they 
can never have the preponderance of votes in the 
Federal House, as already stated, to procure that 
chance. It is absolutely impossible to expect 
Eastern members, mainly industrialists, to appre- 
ciate our Western problems from an agricultural- 
ist’s viewpoint. Perhaps, if we remember that 
the East has formed a set of traditions, and stands 
on a sound footing of ideals comparable to Old 
Country standards, while the West is groping 
around, trying to build a firm structure for future 
development, we can appreciate the divergent 
viewpoint. 4 

So, doesn’t secession seem to be just a com- 
mon-sense step to study, at least? Surely the East 
would be glad to get rid of her “poor relation,” 
and the West should be glad to be responsible for 
her own destiny.. With a Western Parliament for 
the four Western Provinces, a more intelligent 
administration would be possible, as the problems 
of the West interlock. The West could then handle 
her own source of wealth, and, being very mod- 
ern-minded, could barter profitably for the goods 
she requires, without having resource to the com- 
plicated industrial business methods of the East. 

There is nothing treasonable in this thought, 
as we would be in exactly the same position as we 
are now to the Crown, perhaps even a little near- 
er. All these little, fussy Provincial Legislatures 
might be deemed unnecessary in a set-up of this 
sort, leaving the West really a Sovereign State, 
competent to deal with its own financial worries. 
After all, these Provincial Legislatures have limi- 
ted powers only, and the internal problems of the 
province could be dealt with by a council of cap- 
able men at much less cost, cutting out all the 
panopoly of State. It is the hope of a “cushy” 
job that makes a lot of people in favor of Provin- 
cial Legislatures. 


It is time we Westerners made a fitting place 
for ourselves in history. We are, each year, be- 
coming more stable, more firmly rooted in the 
land of our choosing, and we should be allowea 
to guide more closely our progress. 


At any rate, it is a problem well worth while 
thinking over, discussing, and studying. If it be the 
wisest step to take, I do not presume to say, bur 
I do recommend the subject to your notice for 
careful consideration.

EDMONTON. With the open- 
ing this week of another session 
of the Legislature—the seventh 
session since the 1935 election— 
the Alberta electorate stood some 
chance of getting some informa- 
tion on what is actually happen- 
ing in the government and among 
private members. 

There is good reason for be- 
lieving that the provincial gov- 


ernment can be expected to an-, 


nounce an election shortly after 
Their Majesties the King and 
Queen visit this province, next 
May or June... Although Aber- 
hart has been cultivating Cam- 
rose riding for months past and 
might be expecten to make him- 
self candidate there if he were 
to run for re-election at all, there 
are signs that he will not run at 
all. 

The fact that the Social Credit 
candidate won the Athabaska 
bye-election last week gave them 
but little encouragement, private- 
ly. The facts that the margin of 
victory was very close, that even 
that slim margin was obtained 
only by such a concentration of 
government forces as would not 
be possible in all ridings in a 
general election, and that Atha- 
baska was the best field in the 
province for Social Credit propa- 
ganda at the time, all detracted 
from any undue optimism. Also 
important was the fact that it 
was merely a bye-election, giving 
the electors the choice between 
being friendly with the present 
government in hope of conces- 
sions, -or of electing a member to 
the opposite side without hope of 
patronage. When the opportunity 
comes, with a general election, to 
get a new government in Edmon- 
ton, there may be a different 
story in the ballots even in Atha- 
baska. 

Expected to consume much time 
in the new session of the House 
is the Oil and Gas Conservation 
Act; the government wants to 
fix up some clauses in the hope 
of killing all efforts to have the 
present act thrown out. 

Other bills on the agenda in- 
clude minor amendments to the 
Hail Insurance Act and to the 
Debt Adjustment Act, and also to 
the School Act to ensure that au- 
thority heretofore vested in dis- 
trict trustees can be taken over 
by the ‘boards iW charge of the 
enlarged divisions. 

An act to validate the spending 
of $200,000 for the establishment 
of the “treasury branches” which 
have been sent up by the govern- 
ment also must be passed; the 
money was provided first by 
order-in-council without any legi- 
slative authority, and now the 
government must ask the legisla- 
ture for the right to do what al- 
ready has been done. 

So far, nine of the “treasury 
branches” have been established 
but there has been no rush’ of 
business in them as far as can 
be discovered here. Indications 
are that the whole idea of the 
government going into the bank- 
ing business has proved already 
an unprofitable failure. 


School Patrols 
Reduce Accidents 


Extension of school safety 
patrols is reported to be gain- 
ing popularity in this province, 
so much so that fresh steps along 
this line are expected to be taken 
soon in various centres. In all 
likelihood, this question will be 
discussed at the annual meeting 
of the Alberta Motor Association 
next month, when receiving a re- 
port on work done this year. 

Those interested in the estab- 
lishment of school safety patrols 
point to Portland, Oregon, where 
eight years have passed without 
a single child having been killed 
on the way to or from school. 
Small wonder that the patrol 
movement has such strong sup- 
port in Portland. 

Driver Training Classes 

Besides giving attention to the 
school patrols, some centres are 
also developing a program of 
driver training classes. In one 
large U.S. city driver education 
and driver training are being 
made a part of the regular school 
curriculum. It is proposed to 
establish full time classes and 
specialized instruction, with full 
credit for the work done. 

In Edmonton, school patrols 
have been organized and good 
results have been reported. It is 
planned to extend the work. 

With these satisfactory reports 
of the work, it is expected that 
various towns also will take 
steps to start boy patrols. This 
work has had the effect every- 
where of reducing accidents, 
through instilling in the school 


child’s mind the need to “stop, 
look and listen,”

Superfluous hairs are certainly 
an affliction to many women. 
Those who suffer from them are 
often disheartened and distract- 
ed, because they seem so difficult 
to eradicate. 

In recent weeks my mailbag 
has carried an increasing number 
of letters from girls and women 
who complain of unwanted hair. 
This is customary at the end of 
Summer, because the hot weather 
brings out downy growths on 
women not normally subject to 
this blemish. The cold weather 
sometimes destroys these “sea- 
sonal” growths; in other cases, 
the slight growth remains, but at 
least gets no worse. 

Here is a bleaching treatment 
that helps in cases where there 
is a slight growth on the face: 
Mix three tablespoonfuls of hy- 
drogen peroxide with six drops 
of ammonia. If the skin is very 
tender, add another tablespoon- 
ful of peroxide to weaken the 
bleach. 

In applying this solution, use a 
piece of clean absorbent cotton 
and allow the liquid to dry on 
the face. 

Correspondents often enquire 
about electrolysis as a cure for 
superfluous hair. In some cases 
it is true, this treatment seems 
effective. Unfortunately, though, 
in so many instances, scars are 
inflicted that remain on the face

THE SCHOOL QUESTION 


Editor, Lacombe Globe: 


Dear Sir.—In your issue-of Nov. 
10, Mr. MacMillan, M.L.A.. is 
quoted at some length in support 
of the larger school unit. He 
termed as “petty politics” the 
petition of ratepayers in M.D. 
Crown. “I am glad,” he sfys, 
“that Premier Aberhart refused 
to grant the people immunity 
from the larger school district”; 
further, “it was signed by a lot 
of people who did no know what 
they were signing”; also, “it may 
cost you two or three mills more 
-_I don’t know.” 

Ratepayers of Lacombe district 
still have the booklet issued by 
the Minister of Education short- 
ly after taking office, in which 
he quoted the great savings to be 
effected by adoption of the 
larger school unit. 

Mr. Thurber, who is high pres- 
sure salesman of the new act and 


eral units in this province, sure- 
ly knows his onions. Speaking 
of the Rocky Mountain unit, he 
said ten mills were levied. This 
was found inadequate, borrowing 
powers in the act were useless 
(“all Albertans know why); @ 
debenture issue had no_ takers. 
The same source, in speaking of 
the Red Deer larger unit, quoted 


the assessment in the various 
Municipal Districts comprising 
that unit and said ten mills 


would be required to start with. 


For the ten-year period 1928- 
1938, M.D. of Crown average mill 
rate for school purposes was 
seven mills. Average assessment 
for a quarter section is $3,000; 
ten mills means $30 per quarter 
section. The larger unit will 
thus hoist taxes about an average 
of $10 per quarter sgction—so 
much for the Aberhart booklet. 

Present uncollected school 
taxes for the province average 
over two years in arrears. The 
year 1937, with fair grain prices, 
was the best collection period for 
ten years. Yet M.D. of Crown 
(one of the best) is one and one- 
‘third years in arrears; a neigh- 
boring M.D., Blindman, is four 
years in arrears. A large propor- 
tion of our people go without 
proper food and_ clothing in 
order to pay their taxes. What 
does the future hold with taxes 
greatly increased? 

Perhaps the worst feature of 
the new act is the total absence 
of local autonomy. Bismarck 
said, “Give me twenty years in 
charge of a country’s educational 
system and I shall have everyone 
thinking as I do.” All the world 
knows the tragic aftermath. All 
‘Albertans would do well to study 
the new School Act from this 
angle. The method of electing 
divisional boards is faulty and 
negative to all democratic ideals.

schoolhouse. Many schemes were 
proposed, the majority favoring 
the building of a two-room build- 
ing within the town limits, Some 
opposition was given to this 
scheme, however, and a more 
serious problem caused the ques- 
tion to be dropped for the time 
being. ‘ 
Dispute Over Boundaries 


A small area of land lying be- 
tween the Nelson School District 
and the Turville School District 
was not included in any school 
zone, and representations were 
made to the Department of Edu- 
cation to define the limits of each 
school zone. It was decided to 
form a new school district imme- 
diately east of Lacombe and resi- 
dents immediately east of here 
demanded that the. west boundary 
of the new school district should 
take in all the territory west to 
the Lacombe Townsite. 

The town section would not 
stand for this, and discussion and 
negotiations became the topic of 
the hour. Finally, the Central 
School District was formed; leav- 
ing the Nelson Zone with three 
rows of quarter sections east of 
Lacombe Townsite within the 
Nelson. School District . . . and 
so the summer of 1899 was spent 
in settling school boundaries. 

As accommodation at the log 
schoolhouse in Lacombe became 
even more acute, this subject 
came up once more after the 
boundaries had been definitely 
settled. W. F. Puffer was re- 
elected trustee in January, 1900, 
and with C. T. Daykin and J. J. 
Gregory, formed the _ School 
Board. A contract was given to 
James Davidson to build a four- 
room building on a block of land 
north of Barnet Avenue, between 
Day and Stanley Streets. In the 
meantime, accommodation for an- 
other school room was provided 
in a building rented from Mr. 
Van Alstin on Nanton Street. 
Miss Morphy of Olds was en- 
gaged to teach this room. 

New School Built 

The new four-room school was 
built in 1900 and occupied in 
1901. The late Senator P. Talbot 
and Miss Bertha C,. Boyd (now 
Mrs. W. N. Morrison) were the 
teachers when the school rooms 
were moved. A local girl, Miss 
Gertrude Reynolds, was engaged 
to teach the third room on April 
1, 1901. It was at this time, 
April 1, 1901, that the first avail- 
able rate of assessment for school 
purposes is found. All previous 
written information has _ been 
lost, presumably in one of La- 
combe’s disastrous fires. 

Angus M. MacDonald was en- 
gaged as the first principal of 
the Lacombe School in 1901, and 


Miss E. Halliday as primary 
teacher. Mr. MacDonald was 
later a judge of the District 


Court at Macleod, and Miss Hal- 
liday is head of the Department 
of Household Economics in the 
University of Chicago. 

The next item of interest in the 
history of the Lacombe school is 
in 1903, at which time the assess- 
ment on lands within the district 
for school purposes was set at 
10 mills on the dollar, an increase 
of two mills over the previous 
rate. On June 22, 1903, Mr. Mac 
Donald resigned his position a: 
principal, and was succeeded by 
Mr. N. E. Carruthers, who was 
later Town Clerk for Lacombe. 

In the summer of 1903 it was 
decided to open another room, 
and accordingly a high school 
room was opened in the Town 
Hall. Dr. E. M. Sharpe served 
his first term on the School 
Board when he was elected to 
office on April 9, 1904. In De- 
cember of the same year, a fifth 
room was fitted above the Fire 
Hall. 

The following year H. M. 
Trimble resigned as secretary of 
the Schoo] Board and A. M. Mac- 
Donald took over his post. About 
this time agitation for the build- 
ing of a school of sufficient size 
to accommodate all the pupils in 
the district was brought up. By 
this time various school rooms 
were spread around town to such 
an extent that school spirit and 
unity among the students seemed 
completely lost. In July of 19.5, 
however, a_ sixth room was 
opened when the School Board 
rented a room from R. Shilletto. 
This room was above what is 
now the City Meat Market.

further accommodation was held, 
and a building committee ap- 
pointed. At the next meeting, the 
committee reported that they had 
been in contact with T. Clark 
King, architect, and an estimate 
of $25,000 for a new eight-room 
brick school house was _ submit- 
ted. On April 11, 1906, a by-law 
was passed to raise this sum of 
money for the purpose of erect- 
ing such a building. Ratepayers 
gave their sanction to the under- 
taking, and preparation for the 
building was rapidly completed, 
with plans and estimates being 
received from contractors. 

Then the School Board struck 
a snag. A petition from Messrs. 
Rimbey, Gibson and Johnson, re- 
garding the formation of a new 
school district (Mountain Grove) 
was received. Thé formation of 
this new school district was such 
that the boundaries of Nelson 
school district must be re- 
arranged, and the Nelson School 
Board strenuously fought the for- 
mation of the new school district, 
but the new school district, carv- 
ing considerable land from the 
southern portion of the Nelson 
school district, was formed. 

Debentures Disposed Of 

In October, 1906, the debenture 
issue was disposed of, and ten- 
ders called for the erection of 
the new school. Some _ trouble 
arose over the specifications, and 
before the tender was finally 
awarded, the plans were changed 
to make the school a three-storey 
building, to be erected at a cost 
of $40,336. Another by-law had 
to be passed to raise the extra 
money, and another $20,000 was 
borrowed by way of debentures. 

The building was completed 
during the spring and summer of 
1907, and opened in the fall of 
that year. Seven rooms were 
opened at that time, and in- 
creased room has been enlarg- 
ing the space ever since.

Highways Jump 
Farm Valuations 


Just what improved highways 
mean to a farm has been strik- 
ingly demonstrated by a survey 
made recently in the United 
States, according to officials of 
the Alberta Motor Association. 

This study indicated that far- 
mers are more and more coming 
to see that improved highways 
not only bring them direct and 
immediate benefits as operators 
of a business but that by intan- 
gibly increasing farm property 
values, roads provide greater and 
more lasting benefits. 

Effect of the U.S. Survey was 
that farmers on gravel roads fig- 
ured their property was worth 20 
per cent more than those whose 
farms were on dirt roads. Those 
on hard surfaced roads claimed 
their property was worth 44 per 
cent more than land on dirt 
roads. 

Of course, in regard to hard 
surfaced roads, nearness to mar- 
kets and electrification also are 
factors in ‘fixing valuations for 
purposes of comparison. 

Results of the U.S. survey bear 
out the contention of A.M.A. offi- 
cials that the farmer stands to 
benefit largely through the build- 
ing of hard-surfaced roads. Not 
only does the farmer’s property 
increase in value, but he is also 
enabled to take advantage of the 
oportunity of serving a valuable 
cash market, which is created by 
the tourist trade. 

Only way in Alberta to “cash 
in” to’the full on this trade is to 
build hard-surfaced roads, giving 
bigger business and larger prof- 
its to the farmers.

Describes Certificate System
